TACOMA, Wash., June 12.—(4)— 
Mr. and Mrs. Harmon M. Waley, 
speeded to Tacoma by airplane from 
Salt Lake City, pleaded not guilly 
late today to two federal charges in 
the $200,000 kidnaping of George 
Wevyerhaeuser, a crime department of 
justice agents said they have cor- 
fessed. 

While the hunt for William Mahan, 
ex-convict supposedly implicated by 
the Waleys, went on from Butte, 
Mont., to Canada on a new set of 
“hot clues,” the suspected couple for- 
mally denied guilt of both “Lindbergh 
law” and mail fraud charges. 

Bond was set at $100,000 each on 
the mail fraud charge, but bail 
was set in the Jindbergh law cas? 
by United States Commissioner H. G. 
Fitch, before whom théy were taken 
under heavy guard. 

As swiftly as they were brought 
in, the Waleys were whisked away 
80 minutes later in seperate motor 
cars to the Thurston county jail at 
Olympia, 35 miles away, where they 
were placed for safekeeping. 

They were hurried into the build- 
ing and taken tothe jail cella on the 
top floor, three stories above the 
atreet. 

They took the court proceedings in 
a matter-of-fact way.

MORALE -WASHINGTON, June 12.—The steam of enthusiasm 
seems to be running a bit lower than the country 
realizes inside the New Deal boiler. The old pressure zeal for high- 
gauge action is not what it once was. Anyone who’ has called on 
any dozen of the stokers in the last few days can see the situation. 
It is not entirely the supreme court decision Which is causing 
the fires to run low, although that undoubtedly played a part. Nor 
is it the enthusiastic activity of the republican bucket brigade, al- 
though that also has had a dampening influence, 

To get the right slant on what is happening, you have to go 
back a bit. Président Roosevelt started reforming his New Deal 
from within about six months ago. He moderated NRA, got John- 
son out; réformed the AAA, got Tugwell out; altered policies and 
personnel gradually and mildly, in preparation for a new. New Deal. 

Now, suddenly, a rush of economic as well as legal, political and 
personal developments appears to have taken his reformation en- 
tirely out of his hands. 


TROUBLES You can see it best in the AAA. There the loss 

of foreign cotton markets has thrown the AAA 
program out of gear. It will have to be reorganized from this 
standpoint as well as from the legal standpoint. .At the headquar- 
ters of the new works program, you will find Frank Walker is ill 
as a result of overwork. He has been unable to get the thing going. 
At Federal Housing, cliques are contesting with each other about 
how to proceed, while the administrator is serving only temporarily. 
At the Securities and Exchange Commission, you will get defensive 
arguments about the constitutionality of their phase. And at the 
Export-Import Banking House of George Peek, where no business 
is being done, you will meet with denials that Mr. Peek’s activities 


now are entirely useless.

STODDARD’S TURKEYS, 


Herbert Stoddard is supposed to be 
well on the way to France by now 
and I suppose he will have to wait to 
protest my calling especial attention 
to his work in the wijd turkeys. It 
has been published as a part of the 
transactions of the twenty-first Amer- 
ican game conference anyway; all of 
you can read the paper in that 
volume if you like. I am interested 
in what he says about management of 
wild turkey stock, because we here 
in Georgia are faced with the prob- 
lem of producing turkeys “where they 
ain’t,” and believe you me, it is no 
job to be taken lightly. Whoever 
does it will have his own hands and 
those of his associates full to over- 
flowing. 

There has been a fot of agitation in 
the past for the practice of putting 
out domestic turkeys to mate with 
wild birds, in efforts to bolster the 
population. Stoddard deplores this 
and offers suggestions for alternative 
methods. In discussing the grade of 
wild turkey stock in the southeastern 
states, he says:

There were other uses of feathers 
among olden Indians. Feathers of 
small birds were fastened to arrows, 
to make them fly straight to the 
mark. Virginia Indians used turkey 
feathers in the making of robes. The 
Iroquois had feather fans, and other 
tribes trimmed baskets with feath- 


ers. 

Pueblo Indians kept turkeys and 
eagles captive in order to take feath- 
ers from them when needed. - They 
used the feathers on wands, and to 
adorn their altars. sl 

Along the north Pacific coast, the 
feathers of ravens and flickers were 
highly prized. California Indians 
made use of the plumage of woodpeck- 
ers. blackbirds, orioles and other 
small birds. : 

Hawks and parrots also supplied 
feathers in some sections; but eagle 
feathers seem to have ranked first 
in almost every section of the con- 
tinent. There was hardly a _ tribe 
which did not have at least one ‘eagle 
clan.”

SHIPPERS PROTEST 
FREIGHT RATE HIKE 


Service Commission Con- 
cludes Hearing on Petition 
of Railroads. 

‘The public service commission yes- 
terday concluded its hearing’on a pe- 
tition from railroads for an increase 
of 7 to 10 per cent intrastate freight 
rates. 

The hearing was opened - Monday, 
with a’rule nisi issued by the inter- 
state commerce commission requiring 
the Georgia board to show cause,why 
increased rates should not be granted 


in conformity with interstate rates or- 
dered by the I. C. C. recently. 

Representatives of shippers pro- 
tested the rate increase, contending it 
would drive freight to some other form 
of transportation. They said it would 
result in a loss of revenue to the car- 
riers. 

The interstate rate hike ordered by 
the I. C. C. amounted to 7:per cent 
on carload lote and 10 per cent on 
less than carload lots. ‘The increase 
as applied between points in Georgia 
would be for shipments of freight on 
distances of more than 220 miles and 
on specific commodities. 

Such increase would be effective for 
one year only, ending June, 1936. 

The hearing was closed yesterday 
after a number of shippers had taken 
the witness stand, and the commission 
took the matter under. advisement. 
Chairman Jud P. Wilhoit said a study 
of records in the case would require 
several days.

A wide braid may be stitched on 
the edge so that only the half-rounds 
or points show as they extend beyond 
the edge of the curtain. This style 
is best for a curtain with a hem. This 
hem is split and the braid is inserted. 

The backs may be trimmed with the 
small daisies made of the braid as 
shown in the leaflet or the braid may 
be coiled round and round to make 
a flat rosette. Bands of the braid may 
be doubled to form leaves. Naney 
found that it was possible to buy braid 
which interlaced two colors, say brown 
and white. This makes a good edging 
for a simple curtain,
